On July 2, 2004, a Decision on Petition was mailed granting the instant application a 
filing date of December 15, 2003.

It is respectfully 
requested that the Office acknowledge receipt of the same and that no preliminary amendment 
is required in order to submit the drawings previously filed on December 15, 2003. 

It is further requested that the $130 Petition fee be refunded should the Petition be 
granted.
